Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Atchisson (5909002). 

As to claim 1, Atchisson discloses a firearm buffer system comprising an elongated 
buffer body having an elongated hollow interior with a closed end and an open end and 
a cyclic rate of fire reducing means comprising two forms of cyclic rate of fire (fig. 4). 

As to claim 2, disclosed is a weight means (fig. 6). 

As to claim 3, disclosed is the increasing the length of travel of the buffer (weights). 
As to claim 4, disclosed are a plurality of weights. 

As to claim 5, disclosed are the weights shaped for reciprocal location within interior. 
As to claim 6, disclosed are washers (fig. 6). 
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As to claim 7, disclosed is an elongated member (20). 

As to claim 8, disclosed is the member reciprocally mounted. 

As to claim 9, disclosed is a plunger bumper (25).

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
